Couvxcnn Buruees, In,, March 7.—To the
Editor of Tur Bee: In your {ssue of Sun-
day under bead of cold storage Is given what
purports to be J. J, Fearon's proposition for
the operation of such n warehouse. The
proposition as given is not eutirely correct

and does not go into detail as much as some
of your readers might desire. His proposi-
tion i full is as Tollows

‘the plant Is to ve on the modern plan
which 18 known ns mechanleal refvigeravion,
Tis capacivy is to bo 150 cars, equalto fifty
tons jco melting capacity daily, the maximum
cost of the machingry, oullding, and lot on
which it 1s vo bo lotuted to be about &5,000.
This amount was to bo ralsad by stook sub-
scription to be puld o as required, Mr,
Fearon agroelug to take %#,000 worth of
tho stock and operate the plaut, agresing to
pay the folowing luterest to  the
stockholders: # per cout the first year, 4
per cent the second, and & per cent the re-
waining three years of bis lease, to carry in-
surance and make necessary repalrs op the
plant ot his own expense, and to turn over
the piant at the end of Hve years in as good
coudition as when received, suve for the
natural woar spd unavoidgble scoldents.
Furthermore, he sgreed Lo give a stockhold-
ers' rate of storage of one-hulf the regular
ratos, based ou what Is knowu as card rate
usod by all cold storage warehouses, to all
stookbolders who invest Lo the extent of §500
or more. T'he kind of machinery to be usea
Is to be decioed by a committee of the stock-
holders, Mr. Fearon only stipulating that it
sball bo the best.

This proposition certainly looks like & fair
one, as for the rrst year the houss will un-
undoubtedly have to be run st a finan-
clal loss. At the end of the five
years the plaut should be a valuable
oue, with a market bullt up under
Mr. Fearon's euterprising management. He
Is no amatour at the business, and be prom-
lses to pusb out futo all the surrounding
territory aud make this a market for porish-
able goods tho year round. Hlis effer of half
rates 1o stockholders should satisfy those
who thiok there is hig mouey 1u the busluess,
s they can spoculste and satisfy themselves.

It ro are others who think they can
make more satisfwolory propositions thsn
Mr. Fearon let them address their proposi-
tions to 5. B. Wadsworth, secretary of the
Board of ‘t'rade, or E. F. Watls, secrotary
of ibe Morchuuts and Mauufucturers asso-
olation, Couneil Blufts, L. A Devise.

The ercction was almost the only thing
tulked of on the streots ull day long., Nothing
of the kind has aroused so much Inters st
since the election of two years ago, whan
the citizens’s movement called out hundrods
of voters who had not visited the polls for
years and ouried the old administration =
foot deap under a shower of baliots. Husi-
ness was practionliy suspended, and although
the stores wore kept opon all day no one
tiought It woreth whilé to buy anything.

The weather was far from what could have
boon desired, as the warm sun melted the
suow that fell Sunday and made the sireets
mioiature Missouri vivers, too deep to be
waded with any comfort. Notwlithstanding
the condition of the streets one of the largest
votes was polled that Las ever been known
in the case of a citv aleotion.

In the FPifth ward, where M5 voles wers
polled ag the connsy election last fall, there
were b votes east at 4:90 o'clock ana the
strenm  was still Howing back and forth at
the little window. In the Third where the
totnl vole [s about Y00, there wore 50 votes
poiled at the same time, and the prospects
wera that almost the full vute would be
polled by U o'clock. In the Second the voting
way more quiet than usunl, nnd shovtly be-
fore the closing of the polls there had been
BUO votes cast, or nearly 300 loss than the full
vote. Things wera also gulet all day long iu
the Fourth wara, although a full vote was
polled.

Good Order Malotalned.

For the most part the voung was oarried
on in a quiet manner, John Morrissey triod
to ruise n disturbance in the Sixth ward and
was arrested, but he was an exception to
the general rule. The saloons were kept
closed all day long, with only & few excep-
tions, and that fact no doubt nccounted for
the rergn of pence. Only threo bartenders
were arrestod for keeping thelr places open
contrarv to polico orders, I'red Mianight, H80
Broadway: N. Smith, 17 PPearl street, and (.
Thompson, 103 Broadway, and thoy all gave
bonds for their appearanco this morning in
police court,

Corporations Were In It

One of the peculiarities of the election was
the great interest taken by the motor com-
pany, the electric lighy company and the
waterworks company. Representatives of
ull these corporstions were on the ground
trom morning until night, werking hara for
the snccess of De. Lawronce. Another feat-
ure was the auiet work that was done by the
demoeratio eandidates wno were Jefeated at
the convention to down A, C. Graham,
The breach that bad been mode in the
democratic ranks hy the nomination of Gra-
ham had oot been healed by any moeans, and
the friends of Macrae and Wadsworth did a
great deal of bard work to defeat thelr ex-
opponent’

A little boadle was used, but It was done
for the most part so quictly as to avoid de-
tection. Little tickets of the regulation pat-
tern had been prepaved, bearing the inscrip-
tion, “Good for one day's work. Samuel
Joknson," and these were possed out plenti-
fully by the democratic ward workers to
those who “‘worked" at the volls by casting
their little ballots for the representatives of
the faithful.

Hoomsa Up and Down.

A great deal of seratching of tickets was
done by both republicans and democrats in
almost every wurd, so that it was impos-
sibie to tell what the chances of
any particular candidate were, even after
the polls were vclozed. The democrats
did most of their hardest work to elect Gra-
ham mayor anda ‘linlev city uttorney, For
these two candidates all others were freely
sacrificed, The ouly clalm made with any
degres of assurance was at 5 o'clock in the
Second ward, when the friends of Tibbits,
rapublican candidate for aldermen, claimed a
majority of JU0 for him, About that time
Saguin, his opponent, opened a box of cigars,
and Tibbits’ boom went s-glimmering for the
time belng., The friends of Vie Jevninas
also claimed his election when the polls
closed,
